BRINGS ON A NEAR-RIOT. 


Employe of New York Editor 
Shakes Firt in Mayor’s Face 
as a Result of Fiery 
‘Denuneiation, 


New York, April 28.—(Special.J—The joint 
banquet committee of the Associated Press 
and the American Newspaper Publishers’ 
association in their invitation to Mayor Gay- 
nor to be the guest of honor at their annual 
dinner tonight at the Waldorf-Astoria told 
the mayor they wanted him to speak freely 
and unrestrainedly. He went to the dinner 
with @ carefuly prepared apeech in which he 
said William R. Hearst was guilty of two 
felonies, forgery and falsification of a pub- 
lic record. He charged the proprietor of the 
New York Journal and American with print- 
ing on April 15 a photograph of a draft for 
$48,000 drawn to the order of Daniel F. Coha- 
lon of Tammany hall, the date of which had 
been left off with the idea of discrediting the 
Gaynor administration. 

The instant the mayor concluded his slow, 
emphatic reading of one of the most savage 
speeches ever fired off in the grand ballroom 
of the Waldorf and resumed hig seat, im- 
passive and tight lipped as usual, Thomas T. 
Williams, publisher of the Evening Journa! 
and a close personal friend of Hearst's, 
Jumped up on the table. 

Pale with rage and swinging his fists within 
three feet of Mayor Gaynor’s nose, Williams 
demanded to be heard in defense of Hearst. 


Outburst Changes Scene. 

There were 700 men in the banquet room, 
editore and publishers from all over the 
United States. The balcony boxes bloomed 
lke a flower garden with the brilliant gowns 
of women guests. Before Tom Williams ex- 
ploded out of his chair, the dinner had been 
serene, with the calm broken only by the 
popping of champagne corks or by the laugi+ 
ter that followed the jokes of Nat Wright 
of Cleveland, the toastmaster. With the up- 
rising of the big angry Williams the whole 
acene changed. 

Angry, indignant, excited, or merely 
curious, half the 700 shoved forward for the 
trouble center, while in the boxes the women 
‘were shivering with excitement. There was

For half an hour Williams faced a storm 
of yells and threats, standing in front of the 
guest table, or on a chair directly in front of 
the mayor.. The management of the hotel 
was in a quandary. They tried to get per- 
mission to put Willlame out, but neither the 
toastmaster nor anybody in authority in the 
two associations would say the word.

Mayor Starts His Speech. 

“You have given me the subject * The 
Press in Its Relation to Public Officials’ and 
told me to speak plainly and freely; that 
that is what you want; that your object in 
associating together is to improve the press,” 
saié Mayor Gaynor. “ Those having power 
should exercise it justly, kindly, and mod- 
erately. That makes their acts all the more 


your power for good is immense, 
“Your power for evil is not as great as 
some may think. That is especially so when 


any of you deMberately try to do evil by 


falsehood or mere scandal. The public offi- 
cial who tries his best to do right and who 
knows fiow to-do right (for both of these 
essent{al things do not always exist in the 
same publit official) cannot be hurt by you. 
Some may abuse him, even lie and forge 
about him, but they are powerless to burt 
him. You can neither make nor unmake 
an honest and competent official. 

“The press, as a whole, is just to public 
officials. When the election is over its 
wholesome wish Is to see that the one whois 
elected gives good government and to help 
him to do so. Im that just frame of mind 
you often forbear much. This is true of all 
honest and unselfish publishers and editors. 


“Disgrace Upon Journalism.” 

* But if a publisher or editor be himeelf a 
perennial officeseeker he may desire to as- 
sassinate every one whom he thinks in his 
way, and then, alas, what a disgrace he 
brings upon journalism. It is painful to 
mention such exceptions and to speak of 
their acts, but we should not shrink ‘from 
doing it in a kindly spirit and for the sake of

PATTEN FACES COTTON DELUGE 


Chicago Bull, One of Pool, May 
_ Have to Pay Vast.Sum Today, 


200,000 BALES ARE READY. 


Sellers Can Deliver $14,000,000 Worth 
All at Once for Cash. 


It can be stated authoritatively that Mr. Pat- 
ten obtained the larger proportion of the money 
necessary to finance his cotton deal from Eng- 
land and Germany. 

This explains his recent trip across the ocean, 
which became necessary when he learned that 
at least two banks in New York could not see 
the situation from his point of view, 

Mr. Patten has all the money necessary to pay 
for all the cotton he has bought, The only course 
left open to him is te merchandise it, and this 
he is prepared to do, 

New York, April 28.—This is the eve of the 
greatest test, perhaps, that bull operators 
in cotton have ever faced. Tomorrow is the 
first notice day for May contracts, and it is 
estimated that 200,000 bales of cotton, repre- 
senting a money value of $14,000,000, are 
piled up in New York and vicinity ready for 
delivery to the bull leaders. 

Most prominent among these are James A. 
Patten of Chicago, Eugene Scales of Texas, 
and Messrs. Hayne and Brown eof New 
Orleans, whdse operations have been made 
the subject of federal inquiry. 

Mr. Patten is personally on the ground and, 
in his own words, “ is ready to take all the 
cotton tendered—and pay cash for it.” 

With the approach of notice day it had 
been expected by many that an unprotected 
short interest would be discovered, thereby 
causing asharpadvance. But during today's 
trading there was nothing to indicate the 
existence of any important interest in May 
which was not prepared to deliver cotton 
some time between now and the end of that 
month. 

Market Shows Nervousness, 

In consequence the market showed con- 
siderable nervousness on the part of the 
smaller May longa, who had been holding on 
to their contracts in the hope of an advance 
on covering by speculative shorts, and the 
market during the day experienced a break 
as a result of liquidation. 

There are few in the trade, apparently, who 
doubt the ability of the bulls to take al! cot- 
ton tendered them on notices, but it is doubt- 
ful, of course, if all the cotton brought here 
will be delivered at once.

‘WENT~TO.-8TUDY DISEASE. 


| Chicago University Professor Wins 


Scientifie Renown. 


Dr. Howard L. Ricketts of the University of 
Chicago is dangerously il] in Mexico City of 
typhue fever, a disease he went south to 
study. His wife is at his bedside. She made 
the trip hurriedly on hearing a week ago 
his illness was critical. 

At the American hospital, Mexico, last | 
night it was stated that the condition of 
Prof. Ricketts was as favorable as could be 
expected, although he waa not out of danger. 

Dr. Ricketts went to Mexico last December 
to study typhus fever following successful 
investigations made a year ago of Rocky 
mountain spotted fever. He returned to his 
Chicago residence early in March satisfied 
with the results of his experimentation and 
spent a few weeks here. 


Returns and Falls Victim. 

Hardly had Dr. Ricketts returned to his 
work when he was taken ill. His situation 
became so serious last week wpe asf. 
was summoned. 

Dr. Ricketts has been a member of the 
University of Chicago faculty since 190%. 
He was graduated from the Northwestern 
university medical school in 1897, and was 
made fellow in cutaneous pathology at Rush 
Medical college, and in 1808 entered the de- 
partment of dermatology. 

His study of the Rocky mountain spotted 
fever first attracted attention in the scien- 
tific world. The success of these researches 
came to the notice of the University of Penn- 
syivania which offered him « full professor- 
ship at that institution. 

Insists on Continuing Study. 

Dr. Ricketts accepted with the condition 
| he be permitted to continue his investigation 
of fevers until next fall. He already had 
begun his study of the Mexican typhus fever 
and he wished to prosecute his research to its 
conclusion. 

At the Ricketts residence, 1860 East Fifty- 
eighth street, ® member of the family eaid 
the scientist took great precaution against 
the fever. Though the disease marked the 
opening of a new field to him, he had madea 
long study of it before actual contact with it. 

It was said his caution might have relaxed 
on his second trip to the southwest after 
escaping contagien the first time.

“TI have no hesitation in holding that Mr. 
Fetzer was throughout these different trans- 
actions the agent of the Western Indiana 
company, and I so find.”’

ROOT TALKS OP NATIONS’ LAWS 


New York Senator Declares Even 
Criminals Have Rights. 


ALL, PERSECUTIONS TO END, 


Topic Interests Because of Central 


DF American Cases, 


Washington, D. C., April 28.—No violation 
of law can deprive a citizen in a foreign 
country of the right to protection from the 
government of his own country, declared 
Senator Root tonight in delivering his an- 
nud@i address to the American Society of In- 
ternational Law, of which he is president. 

“One is always entitled to insist,” he con- 
tinued, “that he shall not be punished ex- 
cept in accordance with law, or without such 
a hearing as the universally accepted prin- 
ciples of justice demand. If that right be 
denied to the most desperate criminal] in a 
foreign country his own government can and 
ought to protect him against the wrong. 


Peoples Get to Better Understanding. 
* Happily, the same causes which are mak- 

ing questions of alien protection so frequent 

are at the same time bringing about among 

all civilized peopies a better 

of the rights and obligations created by 

the presence of the alien in a foreign coun- 


“ Discussions between governments upon 
complaints of wrong to their citizens tend 
more and more to reiate to questions of fact, 
upon the determination of which accepted 
and settied ruies readily can beapplied. And 
in all nations the wisdom and sound poticy 
of equal protection and impartial justice to 
the alien are steadily gaining acceptance in 
the remotest parts and throughout even the 
Teast instructed communities.” 


Topic Holds Unusual Interest. 

Senator Root chose for the topic of his ad- 
Gress, “The basin of protection to citisens 
residing abroad.” 

‘The topic was of peculiar interest in view 
ef the energetic attitude assumed by the state 
department under his administration as sec- 
retary and since, under Secretary Knox, in 
asserting the right to protect Americans not 
only in their lives, but in property and busi- 
ness rights in Central America.

for a regulation of wireless teleg- 
raphy. 

Master Stokes said the members of his or- 
ganization were amateur wireless telegra- 
phers, all of tender years: He told the com- 
mittee that the boys favored a nominal 
license fee for wireles# operators, the license 
to be revocable for “ malpractice.” 


Boy Juggles Big Words Well. 
The boy lobbyist’s voice was youthful, but 
his words were those of a grown man and a 
scientist ant his hearers emiled broadly at 
hearing him roll.fiuently from his tongue 
the polysylilabic technical branches of his 
craft. However, they paid respectful atten- 
tion to his arguments and appeared im- 
pressed by what he said. 

When he had finished his argument against 
the bil] the boy turned prophet. Hesaid that 
in ten years it would be possible for persons 
on land to communicate with distant points 
by wireless. 

“If a man has an automobile breakdown 
twenty-five miles from home, ten years from 
now,” he said,: “all he will have to do will 
be to take out his wireless kit, call up bis 
butler, and tell him he will not be home to 
dinner.” 


Says Foreigners Lead UV. 8. 

Master Stokes also informed the members 
of the committee that foreign nations were 
far ahead of the United States in the develop- 
ment of wireleas telegraphy, and blamed the 
era of wireless stock éxploitation this country 
has experienced. He said there were be- 
tween 25,000 and 40,000 boys in the United 
States interested in wireless telegraphy and 
expressed the belief that their experiments 
would prove of great value to the nation in 
the future. 

Young Stokes is the eon of the proprietor 
of the Ansonia apartment hotel in New York, 
and will be remembered as the first person to 
devise a receiving box for the interception of 
wireless telephone and telegraph meseages. 

This device was perfected in September, 
1908, on the roof of his father’s hotel. It was 
the result of long secret experiments in 
which the boy was unaided. When hie in- 
vention was examined by wireless experts 
they pronounced him an electricai prodigy.

FREDERICK WALTER BECKER, mem-

dence, 4160 Berkeley avenue. He was born 
at Ann Arbor, Mich., Oct. 27, 1844, was grad- 
uated in law at the University of Michigan 
and attended the lectures in the Sorbonne of 
Paris tor two years..

EDWIN WALKER died at his residence 
in Hastings, near Lemont, Wednesday, and 
will be buried at Rosehill tomorrow after- 
noon.

Care of Children. 


OME mothers pamper their children, mak- 
ing hothouse plants of them; every 
change in temperature or exposure to 
wind or rain brings”on a cold. Equal- 
ly unwise is an attempt to tough- 

en or harden a child by clothing it too 
scantily. <A cold is a simple thing in the be- 
ginning, but it should be checked immediately, 
as repeated attacks frequently pave the way for 
more serious trouble. As soon as the first symp- 
toms appear the child should be given a hot 
mustard foot bath. While the foot bath is being 
taken a hot drink should be made of water, 
lemon, and sugar, adding a stick or two of slip- 
pery elm, or a dash of nutmeg.

To question Mr. Stedman's sincerity or 
honesty would be worse than injustice. 

His patriotism, 
as his wife says, wae “inflamed.” He 
saved the colors of the Fifth Massachu- 
setts at Bull Run, and with Villard of 
the New York Herald tried to rally the 
panic striken federal troops. His justi- 
fication of the war which he wrote to his 
mother may be looked on pow as roman- 
tic, but mo one can doubt that it con- 
tained the sentiments of a man of sensi- 
tive honor, high courage, and unspotted 
ideals.

The objections to the Evans regulations of

“It can no longer be doubted that dairy 
products—and this term includes milk, cream, 
ice cream, butter, and cheese—are excellent 
culture media for pathogenic bacteria. Out- 
breaks of typhoid fever, scariet fever, diph- 
theria, sore tfiroat, and Intestina) disorders 
of children have been definitely traced to 
contaminated milk. The proofs of the dan- 
ger from tubercular infection of these prod- 
ucts are accumulating dally. The oppor- 
tunities for such infection are manifold. 
With the greatest vigilance on the part of 
trained inspectors and the greatest care on 
the part of the householder this infection 
cannot be entirely prevented. 

“ Of course the carrying out of the reguia- 
tions for the production and delivery of more 
sanitary milk entails additiona) expense at 
the farm and the city depot. But the re- 
ceipt of a single additional cent for a quart 
of milk would justify many improvements 
by the producer and theseller. A single case 
of iilmess or a funeral resulting from con- 
taminated milk would cost far more than 
the slight additional price of better milk for 
a long period.

* Under these circumstances there should 
be no question about demanding that milk 
should be produced under conditions which 
would entitle it to be entered under class 1 
(certified milk) or class 2 (inspected mi!k), 
as prescribed by the Washington milk con- 
ference, or, in case it does not conform to 
the requirements for these classes, that. it 
should be efficiently pasteurized (clas@-: 3). 
To produce milk under any of these classes 
rigid inspection fs required. 3 

“The prices that must be charged for the 
first class make it almost impossible for the 
man of moderate means to avall himself of 
such milk. Class 2 milk can be produced at 
a lower price, but still would cost more than 
ordinary milk. Hence the masses must re- 
sort to the milk of class 3. With the precau- 
tions suggested, they. would reasonably be 
assured in the use of this milk of a safe and 
wholesome supply at but a trifling advance 
in the price."’

MONEY RATE Is A FACTOR. 


Seven Per Cent for Call Funds Highest 
Since January. 


(NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LBADER.)} 

NEW YORK, April 28.—[Special.]—Under 
the influence of the same factors which 
brought about Wednesday’s fall, prices on 
the exchange fell still further today, a score 
or more of the most prominent issues mak- 
ing new low records for the year as a result 
of declines running from 2 to 4 points or so. 

Local banks again pursued the policy of 
calling loans in order to build up reserves 
depleted by large gold withdrawals and 
losses to the government on routine trans- 
actions. The advance in call money rates 
early in the day to 5 per cent and later to the 
maximum figure of 7 per cent provoked liqui- 
dation on the part of bewildered holders of 
stocks, whose offerings, reaching the market 
at the same moment with shares dislodged 
from sienderly margined speculative ac- 
counts, forced quotations steadily down- 
ward. 

Volume of Business Large. 

Transactions amounted to at least 1,250,000 
shares. A fair sample of the pressure brought 
to bear on the market from speculative 
sources was offered by circumstsances at- 
tending the announcement of the usual divi- 
dend declaration upon Norfolk and Western 
shares. Without the least particle of official 
encouragement hopes had been aroused that 


|} the Norfolk dividend would be advanced 


at today’s meeting of the directors to 6 per 
cent, and that this action could be construed 
as foreshadowing an increase in the dividend 
of Pennsylvania, which controls the Norfolk 
and Western. Upon news of the making of 
the usual declaration Norfolk and Western 
sold down from 102% to 99 and Pennsylvania 
was subjected to simultaneous pressure. 
Late in the d@y moderate buying by larger 
interests of the financia! community and a 
slight short covering movement rallied prices 
sharply, but in the absence of any wide- 
spread movement on the part of speculators 
for a fall to cover their sales the advance was 
short lived, and final quotations, therefore, 
were only slightly above the low of the day 
and much below those of Wednesday night. 


Other Factors of Little Interest. 


In developments other than those directly 
connected with the stock market the financia! 
community appeared to have slight interest, 
but in due time presumably the significance 
of the day’s cotton market will come to be 
underetood. On the eve of the May 1 deliver- 
les with talk insistent of something like a 
corner, and in spite of the most alarming re- 
ports of crop damage, cotton broke sharply. 
At their closing quotations present crop 
prices are from $1 to $1.50 below the figures at 
which they ruled before the south was visited 
by storms and frost. Certainly no undue 
anxiety in cotton circles is reflected in this 
showing. 

At 7 per cent, the rate for call money is 
the maximum since the first week of January 
and reflects the determination of loca] banks 
to offset gold and other drains of the week. 
In addition to the liquidation of loans which 
such a rate at this time denotes, the position 
of the banks should bé bettered by receipts 


of interior money, attracted by the high re- - 


turn and by the withdrawals of deposits for 
direct placement in the money market. 

Incidentally the foreign exchange market 
has been affected, demand sterling rates fall- 
ing to a mark at least 40 pointe under the 
figure at which exports could be profitably 
undertaken. The Bank of England’s weekly 
return disclosed no change in its percentage 
of reserve to deposit, but the showing has 
been confused by the complicated govern- 
ment finances.
